semetism', charged that the Communists had

< named the persons who first suggested IKE for 
President, who first publicly sponsored him, who 
made the first speech in behalf of his candidacy , who 
headed the first 'Draft EISENHOWER* committee, and 
who organized the first campaign to elect him President.
